The examiner rejected claims 62-66 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Marchese et al. in view of Dube et al. and further in view of May et al. Independent claim 62 
now recites, among other things, "a support structure extending from the floor to the ceiling of 
the room" and "a telescopic arm mounted to the support structure." Neither Marchese et al. nor 
Dube et al. nor May et al. disclose or suggest any support structure extending from a floor to a 
ceiling of a room to which any type of arm is coupled. In each of these references, the disclosed 
structures (e.g., arm 2 of Marchese et al, surgical hght 26 and camera 42 of Dube et al., and 
column 10 of May et al.) are coupled to a ceiling. Thus, Marchese et al., Dube et al, and May et 
al, either alone or in combination, do not include all of the limitations now recited in claim 62. 
Accordingly, claim 62 and claims 63-66, which depend either directly or indirectly from claim 
62, are in condition for allowance and such action is respectftiUy requested.
